For Seventy Tears He Was a Leader 


In Temperance Work. 


Portland, Me., Oct. 4.—Neal Dow, the 


veteran 
Prohibitionist, died at 3:30 


o'clock Saturday afternoon. 


It was on the 20th of last March that 


the whole temperance world celebrated 
the 93d birthday of General Neal Dow. 
For half a century previous he had held 
a unique place in the public eye, and 
for 70 years of his long life he had been 
a leader in temperance work. His first 
movement in this direction was when 
he induced the town authorities cf 
Portland, Me., where he was born, to 
abstain from ringing the old town bell 
at 11 and 4 o'clock for the citizens to 
take a drink. He has ever been the 
Implacable foe of drink, and though he 
naturally incurred the enmity of ail 
connected with the liquor traffic, honors 
have been bestowed thickly on him. 


In 1851 the Maine legislature, after 


years of Dow's bombardment, passed 
the famous prohibition law. 


The biography of Neal Dow deals 


with v.-hat may be large figures. At 
60 years of age he raised the Thirteenth 
Maine, and led it to the front, was shot 
four times, and landed in Libby prison. 
At an age when most men are dead he 
lectured all over the earth on temper- 
ance. 
Sixty-seven years ago he was 


married, and in 1SSO he was a candidate 
for president on the Prohibition ticket. 


BIG HOTEL COLLAPSES, 


Burylnir Forty Workmen—Two Killed 


and Seven Seriously Injured. 


Charlevoix, Mich., Oct. 6.—The big 


hotel at Lindsay park, which was to 
have been the largest summer hotel at 
the northern Michigan resorts, col- 
lapsed yesterday afternoon, and is a 
total wreck. It was all enclosed and 
roofed, but the lower stories, it is as- 
serted, were not properly braced and 
the fierce gale striking on the 440 feet 
of side wall caused the most exposed 
end to waver, and gathering momen- 
tum as it fell the huge mass sank with 
a crash which was heard for a mile, 
burying 40 workmen in a mass of 
broken timber and splintered boards.

The Premier Favors the Cuban Com­ 
mander’s Speedy Recall. 


Madrid, Oct. 6.—The advent of the 
Liberal party to power has been re­ 
m arkably well received throughout the 
whole peninsula, and 
It 
is properly 
credited that a more salutary regime in 
Cuba will be at once initiated w ith the 
relief of General Weyler. 
I t is known 
th a t Prem ier S agasta favors W eyler’s 
epcedy recall. 


It is now understood th a t his suc­ 
cessor will probably be General Blanco, 
form er governor general of the Philip­ 
pines. Blanco Is considered the softest 
hearted soldier in Spain. He is a subtle 
and kindly politician, and will employ 
pacific in preference to violent m eas­ 
ures. 
He will be fully authorized to 
approach the rebels w ith a view to a r­ 
riving at a m utual agreem ent for the 
cessation of hostilities. 
Should he nr t 
go a general will, In any case, be sent 
whose modus operand! shall be mercy 
and conciliation, not exterm ination and 
deliberate inhumanity. 


Captain General W eyler has w ritten 
an official letter to General A zcarraga, 
forwarded before the resignation of the 
Azoarrago cabinet, in 
the 
course of 
which he declares th a t the condition of 
Cuba had “improved to a rem arkable 
degree” since the date when he a s ­ 
sumed control in the island. 


The captain general says th a t “the 
country has received a fresh lease of 
life.” 
He asserts th a t the 
Spanish 
general commanding 
in 
the 
eastern 
provinces 
reports 
an 
uninterrupted 
service of trains on all the railroads. 
The telegraph is operating from Ciega 
de Avila to the city of P in a r del Rio. 


The letter, which is m uch commented 
upon, alleges th a t the Spanish arm y 
in Cuba is “being m aintained in ex­ 
cellent state despite the fact th a t the 
pay is six months in arrears.”

For S eventy Y ears n o W as a L oader 
in T em po ran ee W o rk . 


Portland, Me., Oct. 4.—Neal Dow, the 
veteran 
Prohibitionist, 
died 
a t 
8:30 
o’clock S aturday afternoon. 


It w as on the 20th of last M arch th a t 
the whole tem perance world celebrated 
the 93d birthday of General Neal Dow. 
F or half a century previous he had held 
a unique place In the public eye, and 
for 70 years of his long life he had been 
a leader in tem perance work. 
His first 
movement in this direction w as when 
he induced 
the 
town 
authorities of 
Portland, Me., where he wfas born, to 
abstain from ringing the old town bell 
a t 11 and 4 o’clock for the citizens to 
take a drink. 
lie has ever been the 
Implacable foe of drink, and though he 
naturally incurred the enm ity of all 
connected with the liquor traffic, honors 
have been bestowed thickly 011 him. 


In 1851 the Maine legislature, after 
years of Dow’s bom bardm ent, passed 
the fam ous prohibition law. 


Tho biography of Neal Dow deals 
w ith w hat m ay be large figures. 
At 
60 years of age he raised the T hirteenth 
Maine, and led it to the front, w as shot 
four times, and landed in Libby prison. 
A t an age when most men are dead he 
lectured all over the earth on tem per­ 
ance. 
Sixty-seven years ago he was 
married, and in ISM) he w as a candidate 
for president on the Prohibition ticket. 


BIG HOTEL COLLAPSES, 


B u ry In or F o rty W o rk m e n —T w o K illed 
and Seven Seriously In ju re d . 


Charlevoix, Mich., Oct. 6.—The big 
hotel a t Lindsay park, which w as to 
have been the largest sum m er hotel at

In a recent address before the Lib­ 
eral Club, of Buffalo, Hon. Carroll D. 
Wright, United States Labor Commis­ 
sioner, made some interesting state­ 
ments regarding the wealth and prog­ 
ress of the South. 
The strip of terri­ 
tory stretching from Pennsylvania to 
Alabama, Mr. Wright said, contained 
foity times tho coal accessible to 
economic produetion and distribution 
that Was contained in Great Britain 
before a pick was struck. 
Ho esti­ 
mated that the production of^cotton 
in the South is double what it was be­ 
fore the war; in twenty years the 
manufacture of pig iron has increased 
1000 per cent.* the railroad mileage is 
150 per cent, greater now than in 1S80, 
and the passenger traffic 500 per cent, 
greater, and the freight tons moved 
100 per cent, larger. 
He says that 
since 1880 the Southern railroads have 
more than doubled their earnings, the 
banking capital has increased in like 
proportion, and the money spent in 
the support of schools has also been 
doubled. 


In 1894 there Nvere in tho Uniiod 
States 12,731 mercantile failures. Tlie 
number increased last year to 13,013, 
.2.2 per cent, more than the number 
ior the previous year. 
The per cent, 
of failures during 1895 was 1.23 as 
- compared with 1.21 for 1891 and 1.50 
for 1893. 
Tho percentage of assets 
was fifty-five in 1895, as against fifty- 
three per cent, in 1891 and sixty-five 
in 1893. 
Bradstreet’s, commenting 
on these figures, says that the “in- 
crease in business failures in 1895 con­ 
trasted with 1891 amounts to only 
292, for which gains tho Western, 
Northwestern and Middle States are 
responsible, they having been respec­ 
tively 333, seventy-seven and sixty- 
four. 
While tho increase in tho total 
number of business failures in the 
Western States was apparently largo 
-—about eleven per cent.—the in­ 
crease in total liabilities of failing 
traders did not amount to more than 
seven per cent, from which it may bo 
perceived that commercial and indus­ 
trial embarrassments in that region 
were largely among smaller concerns. 
It will be seen from tho figures given 
above, observes tho Atlanta Journal, 
that tho number of failures in tho 
South last year was much less than tho 
number for 1891. 
The increase in the 
number for the whole country was 
292, but the increase in the Northern 
and Western States was 472, 
There­ 
fore, tho South shows a decrease of 
182 in the number of mercantile fail* 
ure3 Jast year. 
This speaks remarka- 
ably well for our part of the country 
and is another proof that the South 
endured the panic better and came out 
from it with less injury than any othex 
eecti on#

Mrs Samuel Brady, aged 65 years, of 


Franklin street, Huuover, was run over

and died in an hour from her injuries.

Mrs. Brady lived a short distance 


i above the crossing. She left home short- 


j ly after 8 o'clock, to make a call on a 


I neighbor who lives on the same street. 


She did not remain long and on her way 


1 home had to pass the railroad crossing. 


On the first track a passenger engine was 
standing, hiding from view what was be- 
yond. On the main track was coming 
very slowly along a freight engine push- 
ing a caboose. Engineer George Wagner, 
of Littleetown, was in charge, but the' 
passenger engine and the caboose pre- 
vented him from seeing Mrs. Brady. Mrs. 
Brady was struck by the caboose and 
knocked down and rolled about ten feet, 
when the caboose and the front part of 
the engine passed over both of her 
legs near the knees. When the engine 
was stopped Mrs. Brady lay about ten 
feet away from where she was struck,her 
body lying on the outside of tbe rail, 
while her legs were on the inside. The 
body was taken from under the engine 
and was gently carried to her home, a 
few hundred feet away from where the 
accident took place, where the doctors 
did what they could to relieve her, but in 
an hour her spirit took its flight, she be- 
ing conscious to the last. 


Deceased was born in Germany, a 


daughter of the late Dr. George Goy. 
When a year old, she was brought to this 
country by her parents, they locating at 
Abbottstown. About 45 years ago, as 
Miss Goy, she was united in marriage to 
Samuel Brady, who survives her, and for 
some time they resided in the upper end 
of this county, finally moving to Paradise 
township, York county, and about 8 yrs.

Brazza and others» havo 
plunged into tho heart 
of Darkest Africa, and have returned 
with wondrous tales of endless forests, 
Nations of pigmies*and other strange 
things, as yet no explorer has given 
an adequate report of what may justly 
t>e termed Brightest Africa, 
Wo havo 
heard much of cannibals and the fear­ 
ful rites [indulged in by savages; but, 
strange to say, writers have been com­ 
paratively silent upon tho country 
atretching from Capo Town north to 
tho Zambesi River. 
It is true that 
trade papers and even magazines have 
published statistics concerning this 
land, but little or nothing has been 
eaid of its characteristic?, its inhabi­ 
tants and their idiosynoracies. 


Yet that same Brightest Africa is 
richer in legend, and far richer in the 
gifts of nature than many a country 
better known to fame and history. It 
has diamonds, gold, sheep and cattle, 
iron, silver, coal, asbestos, magnifi­ 
cent seaports, great wheat growing 
districts, vineyards that groan under 
the weight of their fruit—everything, 
almost, that can bo desired, except 
civilivation; and for that it has little 
use until its resources are further de­ 
veloped. 


Just why the discoverer of the point 
of land lying between Capo Town and 
Simonstown christened it tho Cape of 
Good Hope is somewhat of a mystery, 
unless it be hope for the ultimate re­ 
formation of that part of the world. 
As for Cape Town itself, it looks tiuly 
beautiful at a distance, but a closer 
acquaintance dispels the illusion. 
It 
is rather picturesquely situated at the 
foot of Tablo Mountain—so called, 
perhaps, because it does not resemble 
a table—and at a distanco looks like a 
self-respecting town containing prop­ 
er, church-going people, with civil­ 
ized instincts. 
The dominating fea­ 
ture in a long distance view is the 
green effect, due to tho number of 
trees. 
The town stretches over a dis­ 
tance of about three miles and ends in 
salt marshes toward tho west. 
The 
eastern end is lost somewhere in tho 
direction of the Indian Ocean, but no 
ono with any social aspirations lives 
there. In one corner is the bay, which 
affords good anchorage and is splend­ 
idly protected by a breakwater, built 
by convict labor. 
At a distance Cape 
Town resembles nothing so much as a 
Swiss town, with its many 'Cottages 
built on tho~«lope of Table Mountain.

The total Indian population at thh*? 
time, according to estimates made hy 
the officials of the Indian Bureau, is 
248,253, exclusive of the Indians of 
Alaska. In 18*21), before the annexation 
of Texas aud Mexico, tho estimated 
Indian population of the country was 
400,000. In 1853 the number was said 
to be ;r>0,00() and tin» same estimate i* 
made for 1871. The most rapid decline 
in numbers lias bepn in the last quarter 
of a century. The fact that the Choro- 
kees andChippewas,bothcomparatively 
powerful tribes, have actually increas­ 
ed in numbers makes the decrease in 
the oilier tribes all the more remarka­ 
ble. 


It is believed that the principal los.< 
has been among the Sioux and other 
tribes of the Northwest. More than two- 
thirds of the total number, or '231,47S, 
In 1871 were on the reservations. 
Ai 
the beginning of 1805 the number on 
the reservations had been decreased to 
133,417, or about one-third of the total 
number. Less than 30,000 of these are 
self-supporting,the Federal Government 
issuing supplies to most of them. 
If 
the rate of decrease which has been 
maintained for the last quarter of a 
century or so be continued there will 
nol be a single full-blooded Indian in 
the country, except possibly in dime 
museums, by the end of the twentieth 
ctntury.

The records of eighty-eight years 


show that tornadoes have a width of 
10 to 10,560 feet, a length of track of 
300 yards to 200 miles, and a velocity 
of progression of 7 to 100 miles an 
hour. 


A new German substitute for glass 


is called fensterpappe. It is made of 
paper. Hornglas is another substitute. 
The latter is said to be superior to 
tectorium in point of strength and 
transparency. 


There are certain varieties of moun- 


tain plants which have a singular pro- 
vision of nature for perpetuating their 
species. The duration of summer in 
those elevated regions is too short to 
permit of the ripening of seeds and 
the top buds fall off and take root as 
would the seeds.

This is the inventor of the pro­ 
cess of adulterating wheat flour with 
corn flour. The new corn flake or corn 
starch flour is already being extensively 
sold to bakers and others for mixing 
with wheat flour. The output is large, 
it being made at glucose factories. By 
decreasing the demand for wheat flour it 
will materially assist in depressing the 
price of that grain.

An evil in the Post Office Department 
which First Assistant Postmaster-Gener­ 
al Heath is determined to remove is the 
impertinence and gossiping of employees 
in small towns to tho delay and annoy­ 
ance of customers calling for mail or 
stamps. Special agents have been put 
on the roads through a number of States 
with instructions to visit all thcoftlces on 
their respective assignments, and to call 
for mail and monev orders, dealing with 
postmasters and their clerks as any 
traveling stranger would.

promptness, the report will result in a 
suspension, and unless a satisfactory de­ 
fense can be made the suspension will 
end in the dismissal of the guilty one. 
In fact, the special agents are commis­ 
sioned with authority to suspend negli­ 
gent employees as they are discovered, 
leaving them to treat with the depart­ 
ment at Washington for their restoration.

Bobbing III? Iimrct of Itc IVfh by a Dell- 


cute Contrivance \Vhl« li Won VIO.OOO 
From KiiglUli Manntaftureru-Tli* Web 
fe>l»un Into line Silk. 
A scientific discovery of great inter- 


est to the world, according to the New- 
York Herald, is that silk of an ex- 
ceptionally line quality can be made 
from the iveb of an ordinary spider. 
For years science has looked with 
longing eyes at the fine silky web that 
seemed to have no other use in the 
domestic economy than to enmesh any 
unfortunate fly that happened to come 
within trapping diwtance of the spider's 
lurking place. It was known that the 
web had a silky texture and niight 
serve some useful purpose in manu- 
facturing industries, but how, first of 
all, to get the spider to give it up in 


V, sufficient quantities to make it worth 


while, and how, secondly, to wind so 
fine a thread without breaking or 
hopelessly entangling it,- were the 
problems that scientists despaired of 
ever being able to solve. 


There was a strong incentive for 


some one to solve it, however, for the 
manufacturers of Great Britain had 
clubbed together to offer a standing 
reward of $10,000 to the man who 
could invent some way of turning a 
spider's web to profitable manufactur- 
ing account. In spite of the reward 
and the prospective fortune from the 
solution of the puzzle no one could 
make anything of it, until a French- 
man named M. Cachot, who had for 
many years been studying upon the 
question, hit upon a way by means of 
which both difficulties could be over- 
come. Now spiders' web silk is an as- 
siiretl fact, and the industry will prob- 
ably be a thriving one in the near fu- 
ture, provided the spiders do not take 
to the woods under this new form of 
brigandage. 


M. Cachot discovered that the only 


thing necessary to make the spider 
assist in the robbery of its own 
web was to get the thread prop- 
erly started 
in the right direc- 


tion. 
The spider will always good 


naturedly unwind himself as long as 
the pulling power that draws the web 
from him keeps up the strain. 
M. 


Cachot designed a machine containing 
the diminutive bobbins, kept constant- 
ly revolving by a delicate running 
gear. By means of this machine he 
solved the great problem of how to 
wind the thiead. All former efforts to 
wind the web had been made after the 
spider had spun it, in the way they 
had wound the silk of the silk worm. 
But the spider's web being much finer 
than that of the silk worm, every at- 
tempt to wind it had resulted only in 
a hopeless tangle, the breaking of the 
thread, and finally in exhausting the 
patience of the experimenter. 
M. Ca- 


chot proposed to let the spider do the 
winding. 


He caught the end of the web while 


it was still attached to the body of the 
spider, and 'fastened it firmly to the 
bobbin. Then the machine was gently- 
put in motion. The spider finding his 
web reeling aw ay from him, apparent- 
ly of its own volition, naturally ptilled 
in the opposite direction to get away. 
This was the crucial point of the ex- 
periment. If the spider pulled with 
sufficient force to break the thread the 
experiment would, of course, be a fail- 
ure. To M. Cachot's great delight he 
found that the spider seemed to enjoy 
the process, and did not pull harder 
than was necessary to keep the web 
moving. The tiny thread continued 


i to wind off on the bobbin until the 
spider had been completely deprived 
of its web. Then another spider, and 
still another were treated in the same 
way, 
nntil enough thread had been 


wound off to fill the bobbin, when a 
new one was put on the machine and 
the process repeated. When a suffi- 
cient quantity of the web had been 
collected to make a* thorough test of 
its fitness for manufacturing purposes 
the thread was woven into fabric. It 
was found to be the finest quality of 
silk, and experts to whom it was sub- 
mitted declared it to possess a partic- 
ularly high market value. 


M. Cachot claimed and received the 


reward from the British manufactur- 
ers, and has exhibited the new fabric 
in many of the large manufacturing 
cities of England aud the Continent, 
where it has excited the liveliest in- 
terest. 


M. Cachot has arranged to begin the 


manufacture of spiders' web silk on a 
large scale, and has taken a factory in 
Paris for the purpose. Here he will 
keep his spiders and will work them 
at regnlar hours. 
When a spider is 


used up he will be fed and petted back 
to condition again, while another will 
take his place on the bobbin. An ex- 
pert who knows all about the habits of 
the insect will be placed in charge of 
the spider department of the factory, 
and it will be his business to see that 
they are properly cared for. fed and 
housed and provided with everrthing 
that puts a spider in good humor with 
himself and &1! the world.

THE SULTAN'S SUBJECTS.

There are no fewer than seven mail) 


divisions of races in the European and 
Asian provinces of Turkey. In Eu- 
rope both the Greeks and Albanians 
are us numerous as the Ottoman 
Turks, each contingent numbering 
about 1,300,000, according to the best 
authorities. Constantinople itself has 
just as diversified a mixture as the 
kingdom generally, and only 383,000 
of its 875,000 inhabitants are Mussul- 
mans, the Greeks numbering 153,000. 
But in Asia there are twice as many 
Ottomans as all other races put to- 
gether. The Turks proper consist of 
Ottomans, Yurouks and Turkomans. 
The names have something terrible in 
their very sound to us, but travelers 
unite in describing the Ottomans as 
honorable and humane men, dthough 
they can fight when it comes to blows. 
The Turkomans live a pastoral life, 
while the Yurouks are nomadic and 
therefore not easily subjected to law. 


Although the Greeks and the Al- 


banians are regarded as belonging to 
the same Graeco-Latin race, the latter 
are for the most part Mussulmans. 
Some of the Albanians are Koman 
Catholics and others are of the Greek 
Church, and the two slightly diver- 
gent sects hate each other. But, what- 
ever the form of faith, they prefer 
robbery as a means of livelihood to 
any other industry. 
At the same time 


they are of a fine physical type and 
make splendid soldiers; but they treat 
their women like oxen, and, although 
they dress in rich clothes of the fash- 
ion of the Scottish Highlands, they 
have a horror of soap. In fact, it is 
said that they put on their clothes 
once for all and never take them off. 
The Greeks have not penetrated very 
far inland, but have scattered them- 
selves along the coast of both Eu- 
ropean and Asiatic Turkey, where 
they are always on the lookout to 
put money in their purse. Together 
with the Jews and the Armenians, 
they do nearly all the trading and 
banking of the country, and make a 
very good thing out of it. 


Armenians aud their exterminators, 


the Kurds, are both sprung from a 
Persian stock. The Kurds live in the 
mountains, and are not precisely the 
kind of people one would care to set 
about reforming. 
Some people say 


there are an even million of them; 
others say there are over two millions. 
They keep the Sultan in perpetual hot 
water, being very bad Moslems. But 
they are veiy enterprising, chiefly in 
slaying Armenians and stealing their 
neighbors" goods. When not thus en- 
gaged they rear cattle, sheep and 
goats; aud they differ in no way from 
their ancestors as described by Xeno- 
phon. 
Armenia was a portion of 


Western Asia, between the Caspian 
s?a and Asia Minor, but it has suffered 
the fate of Poland, and the Armenians 
are nov.- almost as scattered as the 
JeM-s. They number about tw o and 
a half millions, and are intelligent 
people with a particular talent for 
trade and banking. 


The Semitic race has many families 


in Turkey. 
There are the Jews w ho, 


persecuted everywhere, took refuge in 
Turkey; the Greek Church Maronites, 
who are the deadly foes of their neigh- 
bors. the Druses; the Druses, of the 
Mohammedan faith, brave and temper- 
ate men, who take neither wine nor 
tobacco and who detest the Maronites; 
the Chaldeans, who are Christians of 
a sort; the Arabs, of whom there are 
four or five millions, and who, though 
holding the same religious views as 
the Sultan, are his inveterate enemies. 
and the Syrians. 


Then there is the fine race of Cir- 


cassians, w ho are differentiated from 
most of the other inhabitants by the 
fact that they work for a living: the 
LAZCS and the Gypsies. — New York 
Ledger. 


A Kemarkable Pond-Lily Pond. 


"One of the most beautiful floral 


exhibits in New England," says a 
Connecticut man, "is upon 'Tadpole 
Pond,' a famous pond-lily pond on the 
line of the Norwich and Worcester 
railroad, one mile above .Tewett City, 
Conn. The surface of the pond is 
now a mass of pink and white pond- 
lilies, and their fragrance is carried 
for miles by the summer w inds. No 
one knows how long this remarkable 
garden of pond-lilies has been in ex- 
istence, but for many years Tadpole's 
lilies have been sought by picnic par- 
ties from nearby counties in this state, 
Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. 


Cartloads of the flowers ar» carried 
away, but there seems to be no dimin- 
ution in the supply. 
The railroad 


comes snddenly upon the pond, which 
it divides in halves, aud in an instant 
the passengers detect the fragrance of 
the lilies and throw up the windows, 
the better to view the beautiful and 
unusual sight In one section of Tad- 
pole there is a large tract of lilies, the 
blossoms of which are of so rich a pink 
as to l>e almost rose-colored. 
They 


are of exceedingly rare beauty, and 
are much sought after by collectors."

boil steadily for three hours.

If they 
are not full add boiling water to fill, 
and screw on the tops as tight as pos- 
sible. Stand aside over night. 
Next 


morning give the tops an extra turn 
and put in a dark,cool place to keep."

To Can Tomatoes Whol«-. 


Drop the fruit into hot w ater to 


loosen the skin. When the peel has 
been removed, take out the stem end, 
so no green remains. 
Pack as inauy 


of the peeled tomatoes in the jar as 
can be put in, having them w hole, if 
possible, though any too large may be 
cut into halves. Press the tomatoes 
as closely together as possible without 
breaking them. Turn over the packed 
fruit boiling water, pouring it in slow- 
ly, so the liquid will run into all the 
little crevices, and allow the jar to 
overflow before screwing on the fitted 
cover. As each jar is filled with the 
boiling water and covered, stand it in 
a tub, boiler, or some large vessel that 
lias been filled with boiling water, 
having the water deep enough to com- 
pletely cover the jai's.- 
When all the 


jars are in the water, cover tlie vessel 
holding them with a rug or blanket 
and let it remain until the water be- 
somes cold. As the jars are taken from 
the water, tighten the covers if they 
have loosened, but upon no account 
lift them • off. When the jars are 
opened to use the tomatoes the sur- 
plus water with the, fruit may be 
drained out and not used.—Boston 
Cultivator.

a delicious ordor, that disappears 
later, and are exactly right for pick- 
ling. To make all sure, whether or- 
dered from the grocer or picked di- 
rectly from the trees, it is necessary 
to test-the nuts by pricking w ith a 
coarse needle, which should enter to 
the heart without' resistance. Proceed 
as follows: Rub the fuzz carefully 
from each nut with a rough flannel, 
then allow them to stand for nine days 
in a brine of salt and water strong 
enough to float an egg, this to be sure- 
ly changed every other day. 
On the 


tenth day remove, spread out to dry 
in the air for an hour, then cover with 
boiling water, drain, rub each with flan- 
nel once more, prick again to the heart 
with the needle in three or four places 
and put in carefully in glass jars. To 
twenty-fhe nuts allow a quart of vine- 
gar, a teaspoonful of whole cloves, the 
same of allspice and black pepper, aud 
half the quantity of whole mace and 
nutmeg. 
Simmer the vinegar and 


spices in a porcelain-lined or agate 
saucepan for twenty minutes, then 
strain over the nuts while boiling (the 
jars shoxild have been properly sea- 
soned to prevent breaking),spread the 
grated horseradish and whole mustard 
seed on top, cover and keep in a dark, 
cool place.—New York Tribune.

Fatal Accident at Hanover♦ 


Mrs Samuel Brady, aged 65 years* of 
Franklin street, Hanover, was run over 
by a car at tho Pennsylvania Railroad 
1 crossing on that street, Tuesday morning 
and died in an hour from her injuries. 


Mrs. Brady lived a short distanco 
I above the crossing. She left home short- 
; ly after 8 o’clock, to make a call on a 
i neighbor who lives on tho same street. 
f She did not remain long and on her way 
home had to pass the railroad crossing. 
On the first track a passenger engine was 
standing, hiding from view what was be­ 
yond. On the main track was coming 
very slowly along a freight engine push­ 
ing a caboose. Engineer George Wagner, 
of Littlestown, was in charge, but the* 
passenger engine and tho caboose pre­ 
vented him from seeing Mrs, Brady. Mrs. 
Brady was struck by the caboose and 
knocked down and rolled about ten feet, 
when the caboose and the front part of 
the engine passed over both of her 
legs near the knees. 
When the engine 
wTas stopped Mrs. Brady lay about ten 
feet away from where she was struck,her 
body lying on the outside of the rail, 
while her legs were on the inside. 
The 
body M’as taken from under the engine 
and was gently carried to her home, a 
few hundred feet away from where the 
accident took place, where the doctors 
did what they could to relieve her, but in 
an hour her spirit took its flight, she be­ 
ing conscious to the last. 


Deceased was born in Germany, a 
daughter of the late Dr. George Goy. 
When a year old, she was brought to this 
country by her parents, they locating at 
AbbottstoAvn. 
About 45 years ago, as 
Miss Goy, she was united in marriage to 
Samuel Brady, who survives her, and for 
some time they resided in the upper end 
of this county, finally moving to Paradise 
township, York county, and about 8 yrs. 
ago to Hanover,

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The records of eighty-eight years 
show that tornadoes have a width of 
10 to 10,560 feet, a length of track of 
300 yards to 200 miles, and a velocity 
of progression of 7 to 100 miles an 
hour.

From ICnglUh Mnmitucturcvs—The Web 
Spun Into Fine Silk. 
A scientific discovery of great inter­ 
est to the world, according to the New 
York Herald, is that silk of an ex­ 
ceptionally fine quality can be made 
from the web of an ordinary spider. 
For years science has looked with 
longing eyes at the fine silky web that 
seemed to have no other use in the 
domestic economy than to enmesh any 
unfortunate fly that happened to come 
within trapping distance of the spider’s 
lurking place. 
It was known that the 
web had a silky texture and might 
serve some useful purpose in manu­ 
facturing industries, but how, first of 
all, to get the spider to give it up in 
^ sufficient quantities to make it worth 
* while, and how, secondly, to wind so 
fine a thread without breaking or 
hopelessly entangling it, were the 
problems that scientists despaired of 
ever being able to solve. 


There was a strong incentive for 
some one to solve it, however, for the 
manufacturers of Great Britain had 
clubbed together to offer a standing 
reward of $10,000 to the man who 
could invent some way of turning a 
spider’s web to profitable manufactur­ 
ing account. 
In spite of the reward 
and the prospective fortune from the 
solution of the puzzle no one could 
make anything of it, until a French­ 
man named M. Cachot, who had for 
many years been studying upon the 
question, hit upon a way by means of 
which both difficulties could be over­ 
come. 
Now spiders’ web silk is an as­ 
sured fact, and the industry will prob­ 
ably be a thriving one in the near fu­ 
ture, provided the spiders do not take 
to the woods under this new form of 
brigandage. 


M. Cachot discovered that the only 
thing necessary to make the spider 
assist in the robbery of its own 
web was to get the thread prop­ 
erly started 
in 
the right direc­ 
tion. 
The spider will always good 
naturedly unwind himself as long as 
the pulling power that draws the web 
from him keeps up the strain. 
M. 
Cachot designed a machine containing 
the diminutive bobbins,kept constant­ 
ly revolving by a delicate running 
gear. 
By means of this machine he 
solved the great problem of how to 
wind the thread. All former efforts to 
wind the web had been made after the 
spider had spun it, in the way they 
had wound the silk of the silk worm. 
But the sj>ider’s Aveb being much finer 
than that of the silk worm, every at­ 
tempt to wind it had resulted only in 
a hopeless tangle, the breaking of the 
thread, and Mnally in exhausting the 
patience of the experimenter. 
M. Ca­ 
chot proposed to let the spider do the 
winding. 


He caught the end of the web while 
it was still attached to the body of the 
S' 
spider, and fastened it firmly to the 
bobbin. Then the machine was gently 
put in motion. 
The spider finding his 
web reeling away from him, apparent­ 
ly of its own volition, naturally pulled 
in the opposite direction to get away. 
This was the crucial point of the ex­ 
periment. 
If the spider pulled with 
sufficient force to break the thread the 
experiment would,of course, be a fail­ 
ure. 
To M. Cachot’s great delight he 
found that the spider seemed to enjoy 
the process, and did not pull harder 
than was necessary to keep the web 
moving. 
The tiny thread continued 
< to wind off* on the bobbin until the 
spider had been completely deprived 
of its web. 
Then another spider, and 
still another were treated in the same 
way, until enough thread had been 
wound off to till the bobbin, when a 
new one was put on the machine and 
the process repeated. 
When a suffi­ 
cient quantity of the web had been 
collected to make a thorough test of 
its fitness for manufacturing purposes 
the thread was woven into fabric. 
It 
was found to be the finest quality of 
silk, and experts to whom it was sub­ 
mitted declared it to possess a partic­ 
ularly high market value. 


M, Cachot claimed and received the 
reward from the British manufactur­ 
ers, and has exhibited the new fabric 
in many of the large manufacturing 
cities of England and the Continent, 
where it has excited the liveliest in­ 
terest. 


M. Cachot has arranged to begin the 
manufacture of spiders’ web silk 011 a 
large scale, and has taken a factory in 
Paris for the purpose. 
Here lie will 
keep his spiders and will work them 
at regular hours. 
When a spider is 
used up he will be fed and petted back 
to condition again, while another will 
take his place on the bobbin. 
An ex­ 
pert who knows all about the habits of 
the insect will be placed in charge of 
the spider department of the factory, 
and it will be his business to see that 
they are properly cared for, fed and 
housed and provided with everything 
that puts a spider in good humor with 
himself and al! the world. 


ItaIrnordinary 
Variety 
of Kaees Orex 
AVhicli the Sultan JUulcs* 


There are no fewer than seven main 
divisions of races in tlio European aud 
Asian provinces of Turkey. 
In Eu­ 
rope both the Greeks and Albanians 
are as numerous as the Ottoman 
Turks, each contingent numbering 
about 1,300,000, according to the best 
authorities. Constantinople itself has 
just as diversified a mixture as the 
kingdom generally, and only 385,000 
of its 875,000 inhabitants are Mussul­ 
mans, the Greeks numbering 153,000. 
But in Asia there are twice as many 
Ottomans as all other races put to­ 
gether. 
The Turks proper consist of 
Ottomans, Yurouks and Turkomans. 
The names have something terrible in 
their very sound to us, but travelers 
unite in describing the Ottomans as 
honorable and humane men, f.lthough 
they can fight when it comes to blows. 
The Turkomans live a pastoral life, 
while the Yurouks are nomadic and 
therefore not easily subjected to law. 


Although the Greeks and the Al­ 
banians are regarded as belonging to 
the same Grfeco-Latin race, the latter 
are for the most part Mussulmans. 
Some of the Albanians are Roman 
Catholics and others are of the Greek 
Church, and the two slightly diver­ 
gent sects hate each other. But,what­ 
ever the form of faith, they prefer 
robbery as a means of livelihood to 
any other industry. 
At the same time 
they are of a fine physical type and 
make splendid soldiers; but they treat 
their women like oxen, and, although 
they dress in rich clothes of the fash­ 
ion of the Scottish Highlands, they 
have a horror of soap. 
In fact, it is 
said that they put on their clothes 
once for all and never take them oft'. 
The Greeks have not penetrated very 
far inland, but have scattered them­ 
selves along the coast of both Eu­ 
ropean and Asiatic Turkey, where 
they are always on the lookout to 
put money in their purse. 
Together 
with the Jews and the Armenians, 
they do nearly all the trading and 
banking of the country, and make a 
very good thing out of it. 


Armenians and their exterminators, 
the Kurds, are both sprung from a 
Persian stock. 
The Kurds live in the 
mountains, and are not precisely the 
kind of people one would care to set 
about reforming. 
Some people say 
there are an even million of them; 
others say there are over two millions. 
They keep the Sultan in perpetual hot 
water, being very bad Moslems. 
But 
they are very enterprising, chiefly in 
slaying Armenians and stealing their 
neighbors’ goods. When not thus en­ 
gaged they rear cattle, sheep and 
goats; aud they differ in no way from 
their ancestors as described by Xeno­ 
phon. 
Armenia was a portion of 
Western Asia, between the Caspian 
sea and Asia Minor, but it has suffered 
the fate of Poland, and the Armenians 
are now almost as scattered as the 
Jews. 
They number about two and 
a half millions, and are intelligent 
people with a particular talent for 
trade and banking. 


The Semitic race has many families 
in Turkey. 
There are the Jews who, 
persecuted everywhere, took refuge in 
Turkey; the Greek Church Maronites, 
who are the deadly foes of their neigh­ 
bors, the Druses; the Druses, of the 
Mohammedan faith, brave and temper­ 
ate men, who take neither wine nor 
tobacco and who detest the Maronites; 
the Chaldeans, who are Christians of 
a sort; the Arabs, of whom there are 
four or five millions, and who, though 
holding the same religious views as 
the Sultan,are his inveterate enemies, 
and the Syrians. 


Then there is the fine race of Cir­ 
cassians, who are differentiated from 
most of the other inhabitants by the 
fact that they work for a living; the 
Lsvzes and the Gypsies. —New York 
Ledger.

Flekled Green Walnut». 


It is only when the nuts are of me­ 
dium size, and before showing any sign 
of blackness that they are tender, have 
a delicious ordor, that 
disappears 
later, and are exactly right for pick­ 
ling. 
To make all sure, whether or­ 
dered from the grocer or picked di­ 
rectly from the trees, it is necessary 
to test* the nuts by pricking with a 
coarse needle, which should enter to 
the heart without* resistance. Proceed 
as follows: Rub the fuzz carefully 
from each nut with a rough flannel, 
then allow them to stand for nine days 
in a brine of salt and water strong 
enough to float an egg, this to be sure­ 
ly changed every other day. 
On the 
j tenth day remove, spread out to dry 
• in the air for an hour, then cover with 
boiling water, drain, rub each with flan­ 
nel once more, prick again to the heart 
with the needle in three or four places 
and put in carefully in glass jars. To 
twenty-five nuts allow a quart of vine­ 
gar, a teaspoonful of whole cloves,the 
same of allspice and black pepper,and 
half the quantity of whole mace and 
nutmeg. 
Simmer the vinegar and 
spices in a porcelain-lined or agate 
saucepan for twenty minutes, then 
strain over the nuts while boiling (the 
jars should have been properly sea­ 
soned to prevent breaking),spread the 
grated horseradish and whole mustard 
seed 011 top, cover and keep in a dark, 
cool place. -New York Tribune.

DEATH OF NEAL DOW. 


For Seventy Tears Ho Was a Loader 
In Temporaneo Work. 


Portland, Me,, Oct. 4.—Neal Dow, the 
veteran 
Prohibitionist, 
died 
at 
8:30 
o'clock Saturday afternoon. 


It was on the 20th of last March that 
the whole temperance woi'ld celebrated 
the 93d birthday of General Neal Dow. 
For half a century previous he had held 
a unique place In the public eye. and 
for 70 years of his long life he had been 
a loader In temperance work. His first 
movement in this direction was when 
he induced 
the 
town 
authorities of 
Portland, Me., where he was born, to 
abstain from ringing the old town bell 
at 11 and 4 o'clock for the citizens to 
take a drink. 
He has ever been the 
implacable foe of drink, and though he 
naturally Incurred the enmity of all 
connected with the liquor traffic, honors 
have been bestowed thickly on him. 


In 1851 the Maine legislature, after 
years of Dow's bombardment, passed 
the famous prohibition law. 


The biography of Neal Dow 
deals 
with what may be large 
figures. 
At 
60 years of age he raised the Thirteenth 
Maine, and led it to the front, was shot 
four times, and landed in Libby prison. 
At an age when most men are dead he 
lectured all over the earth on temper- 
ance. 
Sixty-seven years ago he was 
married, and in IS^O he was a candidate 
for president on the Prohibition ticket. 


BIG HOTEL COLLAPSES, 


Bnrylnar Forty Workmen—Two Killed 
and Seven Seriously Injured. 


Charlevoix, Mich,, Oct. 6,—The big 
hotel at Lindsay park, which was to 
have been the largest summer hotel at 
the northern 
Michigan 
resorts, 
col- 
lapsed yesterday afternoon, and Is a 
total wreck. 
It was all enclosed and 
roofed, but the lower stories, it is as- 
serted, were not properly braced and 
the fierce gale striking on the 440 feet 
of side wall caused the most exposed 
end to waver, and gathering momen- 
tum as it fell the huge mass sank with 
a crash which was heard for a mile, 
burying 40 workmen 
In a mass of 
broken timber and splintered boards. In 
a few moments hundreds of willing 
hands were chopping and cutting away 
the wreckage, and In a short time the 
injured were being taken out and the 
wounded cared for. In an hour all were 
out.

John A. Fraser, B, C. A., the well- 
kno-\vn landscape painter, spent many 
years on his namesake I'iver, while 
preparing a series of views at the in- 
stance of the Canadian 
government.

Fatal Accident at Hanover* 


Mrs Samuel Brady, aged 05 years, of 
Franklin street, Hanover, was run over 
by a car at the Pennsylvania Railroad 
crossing on that street, Tuesday morning 
and died in an hour from her injuries. 


Mrs. Brady lived a short distance 
above the crossing. She left home short- 
ly after 8 o^clock, to make a call on a 
neighbor Avho lives on tho same street. 
She did not remain long and on her way 
home had to pass the railroad crossing. 
On the first track a passenger engine was 
standing, hiding from view what was be- 
yond. 
On the main track was coming 
very slowly along a freight engine push- 
ing a caboose. Engineer George Wagner, 
of Littlcstown, was in charge, but the* 
passenger engine and the caboose pre- 
vented him from seeing Mrs, Brady. Mrs, 
Brady was struck by the caboose and 
knocked down and rolled about ten feet, 
when the caboose and the front part of 
the engine passed over both of her 
legs near the knees. 
When the engine 
w^as stopped Mrs. Brady lay about ten 
feet away from where she was struck,her 
body lying on the outside of tbe rail, 
while her legs Avere on the inside. 
The 
body "Nvas taken from under the engine 
and was gently carried to her home, a 
fcAv hundred feet away from where the 
accident took place, where the doctors 
did Avhat they could to relieve her, but in 
an hour her spirit took its flight, she be- 
ing conscious to the last. 


Deceased Avas born in Germany, a 
daughter of the late Dr. George Goy. 
When a year old, she was brought to this 
country by her parents, they locating at 
AbbottstoAvn. 
About 45 years ago, as 
Miss Goy, she Avas united in marriage to 
Samuel Brady, Avho survives her, and for 
some time they resided in the upper end 
of this county, finally moving to Paradise 
toAvnship, York county, and about 8 yrs. 
ago to Hanover, 
She is survived by five 
sons. Rev. Father F. X. Brady,^of Balti- 
more; Joseph, of AbbottstOAvn; John, of 
Farmers P. 0.; Eugene and Stanley, of 
Hanover.

THE SULTAN'S 
SUBJECTS. 


Kobbliijc Hio Tnsorl of Its AVH» by a l>olU 
rnto Contrivaiiou AVhh'b Won mtO.OOO 
From Kiiii^UHh IMuiiuluctuvors-TUii Wob 
Spun Into Fino Sltk. 
A scientific discovory of pfreat inter- 
cpt to the -wovld, uooortUng to the New 
York Herald, is that silk of an ex- 
ceptionally fine quality can be made 
from the "vveb of an ordinary ajiider. 
For years science has looked M'ith 
longing eyes at the fine silky -web that 
seemed to have no other use in the 
domestic economy than to enmesh any 
unfortunate fly that happened to come 
•within trapping distance of the spider's 
lurking place. 
It was knoAvn that the 
web had a silky texture and might 
serve some useful jnirpose in manu- 
facturing industries, but hoAV, first of 
all, to get the spider to give it up in 
^ sufficient quantities to make it Avorth 
while, and how, secondly, to wind so 
fiue a thread without breaking or 
hopelessly entangling 
it, were the 
problems that acie^iitists despaired of 
ever being able to solve. 


There was a strong incentive for 
some one to solve it, however, for the 
manufacturers of Great Britain had 
clubbed together to offer a standing 
reward of $10,000 to the mau who 
could invent some way of turning a 
si>ider's web to profitable manufactur- 
ing account. 
In spite of the reward 
and the prospective fortune from the 
solution of the puzzle no one could 
make anything of it, until a French- 
man named M, Cachot, who had for 
many years been studying u])on the 
question, hit upon a way by means of 
which both difliculties could be over- 
come. 
Now spiders* web silk is an as- 
sured fact, and the industry will prob- 
ably be a thriving one in the near fu- 
ture, provided the spiders do not take 
to the woods imder this new form of 
brigandage. 


M. Cachot discovered that the only 
thing necessary to make the spider 
assist in the robbery of 
its 
own 
web was to get the thread prop- 
erly 
started 
in 
the 
right 
direc- 
tion. 
The S])ider will always good 
naturedly unwind himself as long as 
the pulling power that draws the web 
from liim keeps up the strain. 
]\L 
Cachot designed a machine containing 
the diminutive bobbins, ke])t constant- 
ly revolving by a delicate running 
gear. 
By means of this machine he 
solved the great problem of how to 
wind the thread. All former efforts to 
wind the web had beeu made after the 
spider had st>uu it, in the way they 
had Avound the silk of the silk worm. 
But the spider's web being much finer 
than that of the silk worm, every at- 
tempt to wind it had resulted only in 
a hopeless tangle, the breaking of the 
thread, and Mnally in exhausting the 
patience of the exi)erimenter. 
]\I. Ca- 
chot proposed to let the si)ider do the 
winding. 


He caiight the end of the web while 
it was still attached to the bodv of the 
spider, and fastened it firmly to the 
bobbin. Then the machine was gently 
put in motion. 
The sjuder finding his 
web reeling av ay from him, apjjarent- 
ly of its oAvn volition, naturally pulled 
in the opposite direction to get away. 
This was the crucial point of the ex- 
periment. 
If the spider pulled M'ith 
sufficient force to break the thread the 
experiment would,of course, be a fail- 
ure. 
To M. Cachot's great delight he 
found that the spider seemed to enjoy 
the process, and did not pull harder 
than was necessary to keep the web 
moving. 
The tiny thread continued 
(to wind off on the bobbin until the 
sjnder had been com]>letely deprived 
of its web. 
Then another sjjider, and 
still another were treated in the same 
Avay, until enough thread had beeu 
wound off to fill the bobbin, when a 
new one was put on the machine and 
the process repeated. 
When a suffi- 
cient quantity of the web had been 
collected to make a thorough test of 
its fitness for manufacturing purposes 
the thread was woven into fabric. 
It 
was found to be the finest (juality of 
silk, and experts to whom it was sub- 
mitted declared it to possess a i>artic- 
ularly high market value, 


M, Cachot claimed and received the 
reward from the British manufactur- 
ers, and has exhibited the neAv fabric 
in many of the large manufacturing 
cities of England and the Continent, 
where it has excited the liveliest in- 
terest, 


M. Cachot has arranged to begin the 
manufacture of spiders' web «ilk on a 
large scale, and has taken a factory in 
Paris for the purpose. 
Here he will 
keep liis sjnders and M'ill work thexn 
at regular hours. 
When a spider is 
used up he will be fed and petted back 
to condition again, while another will 
take his place on the bobbin. 
An ex- 
pert who knows ail about the habits of 
the insect will be placed in charge of 
the spider department of the factory, 
and it will be his business to see that 
they are ijro¡)erly cared for, fed and 
housed and ju-ovided with everything 
that puts a spider in good humor with 
himself and all the world.

There are no fewer than seven main 
divisions of races in the European and 
Asian provinces of Turkey. 
In Eu- 
roi^e both the Greeks and Albanians 
are as numerous as the 
Ottoman 
Turks, each contingent 
numbering 
about 1,300,000, according to the best 
authorities, Constantinople itself has 
just as diversified a mixture as the 
kingdom generally, and only 385,000 
of its 875,000 inhabitants are Mussul- 
mans, the Greeks numbering 153,000. 
But in Asia there are twice as many 
Ottomans as all other races jmt to- 
gether. 
The Turks proper consist of 
Ottomans, Yurouks and Turkomans. 
The names have something terrible in 
their very sound to us, but travelers 
unite in describing the Ottomans as 
honorable and humane men, f.lthough 
they can fight when it comes to blows. 
The Turkomans live a pastoral life, 
while the Yurouks are nomadic and 
therefore not easily subjected to law. 


Although the Greeks and the Al- 
banians are regarded as belonging to 
the same (xrfeco-Latin race, the latter 
are for the most part 
Mussulmans. 
Some of the Albanians are Roman 
Catholics and others are of the Greek 
Church, and the tAvo slightly diver- 
gent sects hate each other, 
But,M'hat- 
ever the form of faith, they prefer 
robbery as a means of livelihood to 
any other industry. 
At the same time 
they are of a fine physical type and 
make splendid soldiers; but they treat 
their women like oxen, and, although 
they dress in rich clothes of the fash- 
ion of the Scottish Highlands, they 
have a horror of soap. 
In fact, it is 
said that they put on their clothes 
once for all and never take them off. 
The Greeks have not penetrated very 
far inland, but have scattered them- 
selves along the coast of both Eu- 
ropean and Asiatic Tiu-key, 
where 
they are always on the lookout to 
jnit money in their purse. 
Together 
with the Jews and 
the Armenians, 
they do nearly all the trading and 
banking of the country, and make a 
very good thing out of it. 


Armenians and their exterminators, 
the Kurds, are both sprung from a 
Persian stock. 
The Kurds live in the 
mountains, and are not precisely 
the 
kind of people one would care to set 
about reforming. 
Some peo])le say 
there are an even million of 
them; 
others say there are over two millions. 
They keep the Sultan in perpetual hot 
M-ater, being very bad Moslems. 
But 
they are very enterprising, chiefiy in 
slaying Armenians and stealing their 
neighbors' goods. When not thus en- 
gaged they rear cattle, 
sheep and 
goats; aud they differ in no way from 
their ancestors as described by Xeno- 
phon, 
Armenia was a portion of 
Western Asia, between the 
Caspian 
sea and Asia Minor, but it has suffered 
the fate of Poland, and the Armenians 
are nov.^ almost as scattered as 
the 
Jews. 
They number about two aud 
a half millions, 
aud are 
intelligent 
l)eople with a particular talent for 
trade and banking. 


The Semitic race has many families 
in Turkey. 
There are the Jews who, 
persecuted everywhere, took refuge in 
Turkey; the Greek Church Maronites, 
who are the deadly foes of their neigh- 
bors, the Druses; the Uruses, of the 
Mohammedan faith, brave and temper- 
ate men, who take neither wine nor 
tobacco and who detest the Maronites; 
the Chaldeans, who are Christians of 
a sort; the Arabs, of Avhom there are 
four or five millions, and who, though 
holding the same religious views as 
the Sultan, are his inveterate enemies, 
and the Syrians. 


Then there is the fine race of 
Cir- 
cassians, who are differentiated from 
most of the other inhabitants by the , 
fact that they work for a living; 
the 
Ly/es aud the Gypsies. —New York 
Ledger.
